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Taniel McMillan was born at Dum arton, Scotland “arch 2, 1819. 
When a lac of fifteen years he moved with his parents to A 
where he served several years apprenticeship as a bleacksrith. 

In 1845 he marriec Miss Janet Davis. 

Born and reared as a Catholic and remainec cevout to this 
religion for nearly thirty years, after stucying the Morman lit- 
erature and listening to their missionaries, the family joined 
the church, a convert of George Q. Cannam. They were baptised 
into the church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Iny Saints early in the 
year 1849 emigrating to America in 1863, crossing the sea in 
old style sailing ship riven hither anc thither by the winds 
and waves, then crossing the plains with ox teams in the heat, 
cust anc wind, sharing in all the hardships and inconveniences 
of two months traveling onthat thousano mile journey, they came 
to Heber in 1665 where he beran plying his trace as blacksmith 
and with the aid of his loving wife, began to clear what was 
then a wilcerness anc make for themselves a happy home. Before 
their hopes were realize d, however, the cruel hance of ceath 
visitec kis nome anc snatchec away the loving wife and mother. 

In 1071 he married Mrs. Ma ry M. Mair who die d in 1900, no 
chilcren were the issue of the second narriage, but ty his first 
wife he was the father of four chilcren: Ephrian, Phebe Hannah, 
Hary Ellen anc Wiliiam, Three step-chilcren: Elexancer, Andrew, 
and Mair, Elva and Annette Olson teg little girls, three 
and five years olc were left in their care, for a few cays oy 
the mother but she never returnec. They were adopted and rearec 
until they married. 

He was known as "Uncle Dan" to sess one who knew him. Heber 


was his home for over a quarter of a century, generous to a

With the help of his second wife who was of a very thrifty and saving 
disposition and his own hard work in the blaeksaith shop, they in time 
aceumulated enough means to build a very niee stone house in which th 
lived very comfortably for some years. He was a firm believer in the 
Gospel and bore a strong testimony to ite divine source many times in 
public and private. | 


He had lived in Heber some 35 years. Aunt Wary died December 19 
and he then maie his home with his son William, where he was well oare 
for in the last two years of his life by his daughter-in-law. He and 
Aunt Mary also cared for his grand daughter May Nelaon from her early © 
inf aney until she was nearly six years of age. They also took into thet 
home and eared for Elva and Annette 0 lsen, two little girls whose 
mother left them in their sare for only a few days but never came back 
for them. These girls were three and five years of age at the tine 
they were left. T hey lived here until they were married. 


Unele Dan died peasefully on the 29th of April 1902, age 83. He 
dad four ehildren and about twenty grandehildren, and a few great 
grand children. 8
